The Germans face a crisis in four 
important sectors as the Red Army’s 
summer offensive sweeps towards its 
climax, says Reuter. . 

As- tanks and infantry under 
General Sokolovsky, moving forward 
from Yelnya, fight their way nearer 
Smolensk, a big pincer movement is 
being developed against Bryansk. 

Further south, General Rokos- 
sovsky’s armies, thrusting into the 
Northern Ukraine from the west of 
Gulkhov, are now threatening the 
Konotop-Bryansk railway, while west 
and south-west of Kharkov the 
Russians continue to make steady 
progress towards the Dnieper. 

Almost dne south of Yelnya the 
junction of Roslavl, which 
controls one of the main rail. lines 
supplying the bastion of Bryansk, is 
endangered.

im the control towers of the battle- 
ships saw the shells start big fires, 
apparently .caused by exploding 
ammunition,’’ Reuter states. 

After effectively bombarding the 
Reggio area the two big ships, with 
the 7,200 ton Orion and the 
destroyers, turned south through the 
broadening Messina Straits and 
engaged more coastal batteries in the 
vicinity of Cape Pellaro. ' 

According to the official com- 
munigué “the enemy 's return fire 
from shore was ineffective.''.

the whole month of October. 

As already announced in the 
Press, forms of application 
obtained :— 

(1) In Dublin (including Dun Laoghaire, 
Bray and Howth), Cork, Limerick 
and Waterford, at certain Post 
Offices, including all Head Post 
Offices in those centres. The com- 
pleted form should be handed in or 
ogy to the address stated on 

back of the form. 

(2) rt au other areas: At the Garda 
Station of the Sub-District in 
which the applicant resides. The 
ration card will be issued by the 
Garda on receipt of the completed 
application form. 

In completing: the forms eare should be 
taken to give in full the name and address 
of the applicant, together with the name 
and address of the selected retailer. 

It is necessary -to stress that the quan- 
tity of parafin oil for domestic use will be 
strictly limited, but every effort will be 
made to distribute for such purposes as 
large a ration as possible aiter the require- 
ments of agrtoaltural ~ essential ' indus- 
‘trial users have been met 

Only one ration nay be obtained in 
respect of any one set of premises, no 
matter what may 
which the members of a particular house- 
hold occupy those premises. Even where, 
as in the case of many farmers, provision 
is made; under a Deed of Assignment by 
which the person assigning the property 
retains his or her right to a room in the 
house, separate registration is mot per- 
missible, and, consequently, pare iin oil 
cannot be obtained in respect of the room 
go reserved. The ration is, however, allowed 
to persons occupying rooms or a artments 
sublet under a separate tenancy which does 
not include provision of light. 

No special allowance can be granted for 
such purposes as the lighting or heating of 
workshops, catlering or dressmaking ‘work- 
rooms, forges or other similar places. 

Provided sufficient kerosene is available, 
the 8 ial concession granted last year for 
chure schools, licensed premises, dairy 
farmers, etc.. will be continued this year, 
but in no case will the allowance exceed 
s Tr per month,

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Soviet forces ; aaa. “the. 
southern sector, the aaah News | 
Agency has announced a with- 
drawal in the region of Voroshilov- 
grad ‘in order to prevent & com-- 
plete break-through.’ Precisely 
what this withdrawal means is diffi- 

cult to understand. Voroshilovgrad 
has been in Russian hands for 
many months; but, presumably. 

the Germans have been forced te 
flatten out the salient between 
E buses and Kuteinivkovo, a 
semi-circle which has the vital 
point of Stalino as its centre. The 
latest Russian bulletins speak of 
the “ final liquidation ” of the en- 
circled German army at Taganrog, 
and. mentions that 35,000 Germans 
have been killed, as against 5,000 
captured, in this particular area. 
There can. be no doubt that the 
Russians are doing everything in 
their power to achieve a military 
decision in the Ukraine before the 
end of the summer campaigning 
season, ‘Their recent successes ip 
tho Kharkov sector, in conjunc 
tion with the Germans’ admitted 
evacuation of Taganrog, have en- 
dangered the Germans’ entire 
position in Southern Russia; and 
it is more than possible now that 
the German High Command may 
decide to fall back upon the line of 
the Dnieper, sacrificing the Crimea 
en route. During the last few 
weeks Captain Sertorius, who is 
a semi-official spokesman for Herr 
Hitler’s General Staff, has been 
laying emphasis on the fact that 
territorial wihdrawals in Russia 
are of minor importance; that 
the Germans are fighting a 
defensive battle at the moment, 
and that what really matters is 
the conservation of men and 
material. Since July 12th, when 
the Russians made their first 
counter-attack after the Germans’ 

assault on the Kursk salient, the 
military situation in Russia has 
undergone a sea-change. During 
the two previous years it was the 
Germans who launched violent 
offensives in the summer months, 

while the ltussians hit back, 
with telling effect, during the 
winter. Marshal Stalin’s generals, 
nearly all young men without 
much previous experience, seemed 
to have specialised in winter 
warfare; but they surprised 
everybedy this year when they 
proved that they had taken a 
leaf out of their adversaries’ 
book. 

After the German attack on 
the Kursk..salient,. which may 
have been in the nature of a 
feint, they attacked in force at 
Orel, and during the last “six 
weeks they - never have looked 
is too sogn yet to 
speculate on the result of their 
remarkable offensive. The autumn 
rains are on the way; but some” 
weeks of . good campaigning 
weather remain. If the Russians 
can capture Smolensk, they will 
disorganise the whole German 
front in Central Russia, and if, 
by.any chance, they should reach 
Kiev, the entire Ukraine would 
fall into their hands. One thing 
seems now to be reasonably 
certain. Unless something like 
a miracle occurs—and, in spite of 
Stalingrad, miracles are rare in 
modern warfare—there will be 
another winter campaign in 
Russia. The Germans still are 
immensely strong. They have 
well over .200 divisions in the 
East; and there is no doubt that 
their generals have been husband- 
ing their resources, anticipating 
the rigours of the coming winter. 
While it would be absurd to say 
that their withdrawals during the 
last few weeks have been: 
voluntary,’ they certainly have 
forfeited a certain amount of 
territory in order to save valuable 
men and material; and it ns 
evident that they are hoping 
to be able to make a 
stand during the winter on 
the Dnieper line. Marshal 
Stalin still insists that the solu- 
tion of Russia’s military problem 
lies in the immediate  establish- 
ment of another front somewhere 
on the European Continent. In 
his latest broadcast, Mr, Winston 
Churchill hinted at a possible in- 
vasion of France; but the season 
is far advanced, and, unless action 
is taken within the next couple of 
weeks, the military situation in 
Europe will be likely to stabilise 
itself for the winter. In the mean- 
time, rumour is busy with specula- 
tions regarding the chances of a 
separate peace between Germany 
and Russia.~ So far as the out- 


kind of warrant for these stories, 
On the contrary, all the available 
evidence. is on the other ‘side. 
There ‘can be no compromise be- 
the German and the 
Russian points of view, and the 
bitterness. that» has been en- 
gendered by more than two years 
of savage fighting seems fo point.

Bread, meat 
and milk are unrationed. The 
Dutchman gets nine ounces of 
bread—just over half of our small 
“pan” loaf—a day; he’ gets 
about a quarter of a pound of 
meat a week, and just over two 
pints of skimmed milk, These are 
among the most liberal rations in 
Europe. . It is quite certain that, 
by the time the war ends, whole 
sections of the © population of 
Europe—in particular, those un- 
happy children who have been 
born into the midst of the present 
chaos—will be suffering from 
chronic malnutrition. As a 
civilised, Christian people, can 
we ignore a suffering that strikes 
not mere States arid Governments, 
but: human beings + fathers, 
mothers, and, most of all, 
children? It cannot ‘be pretended 
that Ireland alone can make any 
great contribution to the relief 
of Europe ; this is a small country, 
and, while food supplies have been 
kept up remarkably well, there 
are no great surpluses. Yet, even 
if it means the maintenance. of 
rationing schemes for a longer 
period—even if it means the 
imposition of still more restric- 
tions—even if, at the worst, it 
has to be done by voluntary sacri- 
fices on the part of individuals, 
Ireland must do what she can. 
She must do so not. merely for 
the sake of her reputation in the 
post-war world—though that is 
important—but because it is a 
work of mercy. She must do so, 
because» the Christ Whom she 
claims to follow Himself once 
worked that hungry people might 
be fed.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Srr,—I have read with interest the 
article entitled ‘* White-Collar 
Workers’’ in Monday’s /rish Times. 
Apart from its laudable effort to 
break down a stupid convention, it 
stresses the need of agricultural and 
rural education. This is a most im- 
portant matter for our country. At 
present the curriculum of our rural 
schools is the same as that prevail- 
ing in the schools where the young 
are being trained for city life. There 
is no real differentiation between the 
training for urban life and that for 
life on the Jand. If our young people 
are to be interested in the matters 
of the farm and the countryside, that 
interest must be stimulated through 
what is taught in the school. u 
Eire all the things that concern 
rural life are practically untaught at 
schools in the heart of the country, 
except in the case of a few schools 
set apart for agricultural training. 

Another blot in our educational 
system is the absence of physical 
culture from the curriculum of 
our schools. see the fine 
physique by train- 
ing. in orces of 
Eire, and the wonderful feats of 
endurance among soldiers and sailors 
in many parts of the world to-day 
as a result of physical training. Why 
should our people generally be denied 

hysical culture, that would spell 

enefit to health, brain and char- 
acter? Of old there was a maxim: 
Mens sana in corpore sano. Have 
we outlived the wisdom of the 
agers gh ? -At present the Irish boy 
girl is depending for sceana 
deve pment almost wholly upon the 
work of voluntary associations, such 
as the Boys’ Brigade, the Girls’ 
Brigade, and the Boy Scouts.

VIKING CARVER 


This is one of the stories which. 
Professor Macalister, Professor of 
Celtic Archeology at Universit 
College, Dublin, who will vacate his 
post there at the end of next month, 
told an /rish Times reporter yester- 
day, when recounting some of his 
experiences du thirty-five years’ 
work in Ireland. The stone bearing 
the” Runic inscription, he said, was 
part of a cross, which bore the text, 
“ Thorgrim carved this cross.’ The 
curious thing was that the name 
‘“'Thorgrim,” or ‘‘Grim like the 
god, hor,’ was obviously a pagan 
nome, and there did not seem to be 
any reason why a pagan should 
carve such a cross. 

It later occurred to Professor 
Macalister that Thorgrim must have 
been a Viking who, in true 
Viking , tradition, destroyed several 
monasteries, was later converted, 
hh in _ penitence, carved the cross. 

Later, en the stone was removed 
from ‘the wall, it was discovered to 
bear another inscription in Ogham, 
which read ‘A blessing 
Thorgrim.’’ Since then two further 
Runic inscriptions have been found 
in Ireland. 


GREEK INSCRIPTION 


In Fahan, County Donegal, in 
1929, Professor Macalister found the 
only. ancient. Greek inscription ever 
known in Ireland. It is a translation | 
of the “Gloria Patri,’’ and bears an 
Irish inscription on another part of 
it. No explanation has, so far, been 
offered for the existence of the 
Greek inscription in Ireland. 

Professor Macalister’s latest, success 
is the _ discovery of an inscription, 
the ‘‘squeeze”’ of which was 
bequeathed : to him by Sir Samuel 
Ferguson. A ‘‘ squeeze” is an im- 

“gage of an inscription, taken 
pressing wet blotting paper 
saill the stone, and this 
one, marked ‘Glendalough, 1870, ” 
was taker. from a tombstone in Glen- 
dalough, the inscription on which 
has long since been defaced by the 
action of the weather.

NO MAN’S LAND 


In Africa, too, the Italo-German 
Army of Field-Marshal Rommel 
at at its furthest forward point, 
at El Alamein, some 70 miles from 
Alexandria as the crow flies. Here, 
too, as in Russia, offensive action 
was destined to be undettaken by 
the Axis troops during the month of 
September, but no material change 
of position was to em®ue as a result. : 
Further South, now-forgotten Mada- 
gascar—the ultimate western defence 
of the Indian Ocean—-was a sort of 
no man’s land, on which the eyes of 
both naval belligerents were fixed, 
Such was the situation on the two 
continents. 

In neither of the Russian theatres 
did the Axis quite realise their 
tactical aims. They never quite suc- 
ceeded in-expelling the Russians out 
of Stalingrad 1 nor in getting hold of 
the. Grozny oil-wells, nor in sealing 
the Dariel Pass. ‘‘ Nearly, but not 
guite,” was everywhere the position 
when the Russian counter-offensive 
was -launched about the middle of 
November. As it happened the 
time of year helped the Russians; 
because. by the time their southern 
counter-stroke jumped off, the 
ground was frozen hard further 
north and they were able to put 
forth a useful secondary effort in 
the Veliky-Luki-Rzev- region west 
of Moscow. The counter-offensive 
seems to have surprised the Axis— 
if not by the. fact of its happening, 
at least by the force wherewith it 
was delivered. They did not pull 
out soon enough, consequently,

FRENCH ARMY 


This converging Allied offensive, 
after successively occupying Tripoli- 
tania amd Tunisia, was followed by 
the recent Sicilian campaign—result- 
ing in the occupation of that great 
island.in the space of a little under 
six weeks. Other consequences of 
the North- West African landin 
were the making available of al 
French African territories—includ- 
ing Dakar—and the addition of 
much of the French Navy to the 
Allied sea forces. The securing of 
through transit in the Mediterranean 
was most important, because it 
enabled an enormous saving of 
shipping to be effected. . It ensured 
that the submarine warfare could no 
rtp pa be fatal, however dangerous 

might be. Naturally, these 
Siediberchnian gains were not 
achieved without some counterpoise. 
This took the form of complete 
occupation of France by the Axis— 
including Corsica.

Swift and Stella 


On this day in the year 1710, 
Jonathan Swift wrote to Stella, 
from. Chester, what proved to be 
the first letter of “The Journal 
to Stella.” The Journal continued 
daily until June 6, 1713, and forms 
a natural background to the political 
works by which the Dean supported 
the last ministry of Queen Anne. 

The letters which he wrote to 
Stella during this period when he 
was in London, were to be strickly 
confidential, and he placed her under’ 
solemn oath not to show cory Be rs 
anyone. ch pit Ne 
date, he was engaged in writin 
history of the latter part of Queen’ 
Anne’s reign; he re-possessed him. , 
self of the Journal to refresh: hfs 
memory; and to sg we are, no 
doubt, indebted for the preservation 
of the most charming love letters 
ever written. 

The first letter, also one of the 
briefest, gives us an account of his 
journey so far. The crossing of tke’ 
rish Sea took fifteen hours—and we 
grumble at the slowness of wat- 
time travel—while, between Park- 
gate and Chester. Swift took @ toss 
from. his horse, “but no hurt, the 
horse understanding falls very well 
and lying quietly till [I got. up.’ 
Aiter an allusion to his business in 
London, and the remark that he 
‘*never went to England with so 
little desire in my life,” the Dean 
ends. in haste to catch the post, 
with a string of “MD's” — this 
being the particular form of con- 
tracted endearment that he always 
employed when writing to Stella.

PARACHUTE BOMBING 


“Our: fragmentation bombs of 
-day consist of steel cylinders with 
end caps, and contain an explosive 
core of T.N.J. A spiral coil made 
from rectangular iron rod covers the 
outside of a linder. They break 
into 1,000 to pieces of about 
0.5 ounce Sais S500 weight, having 
velocities up to 4,000 feet a second 
“At 200 feet the fragments will 
go through an aeroplane wing or 
tank, tyres, and control wire, or 
perforate radiators and intercoolers. 
“In order to give low-flying 
bombers time to escape, and also to 
allow the fragmentation bomb to 
strike squarely on its nose, it was 
necessary to attach a parachute to 
the bomb. 

“*Perhaps the greatest demonstra- 
tion of parachute bombing ever seen 
was in the battle of New Guinea. 

“The one thing they could not 
contend with. was the fragmenta- 
tion bomb dropped againsi_ front- 
line infantry an i ainst the lines 
of communications. The bombs kept 
the troops and pack trains off the 
trails, forcing them to be without 
food und water.’’—({Reuter.) 


Submarine Crews 


Scared by Fish 


American submarines turning 
corners at 10 fathoms or so have 
pulled up in surprise at hearing 
raucous sounds of ‘‘ Honk, honk, 
beep, beep grrrr.” These noises are 
often confused with the hum of pro- 
pellers, but it has been disclosed that 
the eerie underwater traffic noises 
are often caused by fish. 

The Fish and Wildlife Service of 
the United States Department of 
Interior reported to the Secretary of 
Interior, Harold Ickes, that little 
fishes are noisy when frightened.

grind their teeth, and make a medley 
of sounds that create strong under- 
vibrations, even when in- 
audible on the surface.
